BELFAST MAN SHOT DEAD. 


Last night a bomb was thrown into McDon- 
nell street, Belfast, a Nationalist area, wound- 
' four people, who were taken to hospital. 
Oniv one of them, Mary Anne Boyle, aged 30, 
who was badly injured in the head by splinters, 
was detained. 

There was an exciting scene in Peter's Hill 
when the police arrived in a Lancia car as a 
crowd was looting a pawnbroker’s shop. They 
arrested seven men and conveyved them to 
Brown square barracks. A crowd of consider- 
able dimensions gathered, and a determined 
attempt was made to rescue the prisoners, The 
crowd fired on the police and the latter re- 
plied vigorously. ‘in this affair a man, who is 
at present unidentified, was shot dead. A 
number of shots were fired into a house in 
Ravenhill road, and a woman named Tutin, 
aged 26, was dangerously wounded in the head. 

Up to an advanced hour in the afternoon the 
only shooting incident that was reported was 
the firing of a few shots in the Stanhope street 
«rea. There were no casualties. B 
In the neighbourhood of Peter’s Hill, where 
for a considerable part of the week fighting 
took place daily, the police and military made 
a scarch for arms, bub with what result is not 
yet known. During these operations barbed 
wire entanglements were stretched across the 
principal entrances to the area. 

Early in the forenoon there several 
incendiary fires in licensed premisés in Millfield, 
Durham street, and Donegall Pass. In two of 
+he houses fires had previously occurréd, and 
in the other the fire was out when the brigade 
a ge service op ihe Falls road, which 
was suspended nine days ago owing to attacks 
upon cars, was resumed yesterday without any 
untoward incident.

At one time exiremisis rushed with 
clenched fists towards the benches on the Right, 
and. ushers had to intervene. 

The President of the Chamber finally put on 
his hat, and the sitting was temporarily svus- 
pended amid great uproar. 

During the short while that he spoke before 
the sitting was suspended, M. Poincaré said 
that the situation in Ryssia was becoming 
daily worse. He had just received a telegram 
from the Red Cross that bodies of dead children 
were ag | eaten in many parts of the 
country. The Soviet headquarters were retain- 
ing the supplies despatehed to the famine- 
sticken districts, a the Bolshevists were 
multiplying the difficulties at the frontier, m 
order to prevent French assistance from reach- 
ing the peasanis. 


ANGLO-FRENCH RELATIONS, 


Before leaving the subject of Anglo-French 
relations, M. Poincaré referred in particular to 
the reports tha, the Treaty of Versailles was 
ruining and had shaken economic equilibrium 
oi Europe “as if Germany had alréady 
executed any appreciable payments.”’ 

Great Britain was seeking to discover reasons 
for her present exportation crisis and her un- 
employment-——now in the dismemberment of 
Central Europe, now in the collapse of the 
mark, or the closing of the Russian market. 
In reality, the crisis was the result of the war, 
during which the industries of the Dominions, 
which were in rivalry withthe British home in- 
dustries, had hai an opportunity to develop. 

Great Britain had also, perhaps, since the 
armistice, committed various imprudences im 
her monetary and as regards raw 
materials. 

Perhaps, also, it would have been to the ad- 
vantage of Great Britain not to force France, 
as America had done, to dissolve those Inter- 
Allied organisaticns which had hitherto main- 
tained the necessary solidarity. 

With regard to the quéstion of future sane- 
tions in the event of any violation of the 
Treaty by Germany. M. Poincaré affirmed that 
the Treaty admitted the possibility of isolated 
action, and tha, on this point there could only 
b. misunderstandin;; with Great Britain, which 
h» would do his utmost to dissipate. 

He concluded by declaring that Britain had 
made it clear t> everyone that in remaining 
faithful to the Entente she had not abdicated 
her sovereignty, and that France could legiti- 
mately put forward the same claim.

A deputation from the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce, consisting of Dr. W. Lombard 
Murphy, Deputy Vice-President ; Mr. John 
Good, D.L., J.P.; Mr. George N. Jacob, 
J.P., and Mr. W. M. Calwell, Secretary, 
waited on the Postmaster-General of the 
Provisional Government on Tharsday, and 
compiained of the high rates of postage 
in this country as compared with those in 
b-neland. 

Dr. Murphy expressed regret for the unavoid- 
able absence of Mr. Hewat, their President, and 
Mr. Shanks, Vice-President. 

Mr. Good said that there were numerous com- 
plaints from traders in different parts of the 
country in regard to the imitial burdens put on 
their trade. They had to pay 25 p.c. more on 
their postage here than in ‘Great Britain, and 
they felt it a very great injury. The charges 
for postage in Great Britain were formerly in 
excess of Continental charges, with the result 
that large firms who usually ted circulars 
in Great Britain sent these circulars to be posted 
abroad, thereby saving 25 p.c. in postal charges. 
That was serious enough, bat these firms doing 
business in this way also made inquiries as to 
the printing rates, and eventually transferred 
an amount of their printing work to the Con- 
tinent, while printers at home had to endure 
unemployment. 

Mr. Good then read a letter from a firm of 
seed merchants, which was -sewt to.the Pre- 
sident of the Assogated Chambers of Commerce 
in Great Britain, and which showed the bad 
effeets resulting from high postage rates. 

He went on to say that the loss to trade on 
account of the higher postage was a very serious 
one, and he cited the case of a business firm in 
Dublin who sent 10,000 circulars to be posted in 
Holyhead in order to avoid the high postage in 
Ireland. The consequence was that they were 
helping the English postal service as against the 
Irish tal service, and, ishing jt all round, he 
considered the higher postage an unwise policy. 
He also pointed out that since the English rates 
were reduced there had been a considerable 
increase in the amount of circulars, ete., ted, 
and he thought that the same would apply here 
if the lower postage were adopted, Lower post- 
ago rates made for bigger traffic, and conse- 
quently increased revenue. Besides, the help to 
the commerce of the country oould not be esti- 
mated. 

Mr. Jacob supported these views, and said 
that, as a business man, he always found it a 
sound policy to encourage new and increased 
business. 

FINANCIAL DIFFICULTY. 

The Postmaster-General, in reply, said that 
be would always like to help the commercial 
community. He received a deputation in regard 
to telephones some time ago, and he promised 
and effected improvements. Quite recently the 
Chamber approached him as regards mail ser- 
vices, and in that ease, too, he had arrange- 
ments nearly complete for a general improve- 
ment in the mail services in the country. 

The question now raised by the Chamber was 
one of a much wider issue, and was one that 
affected the finances of the country, You know, 
he said, that the Irish Post Office on last year’s 
working loss £1,200,000, and the estimated hoes 
for the current year is over £900,000. If the 
reductions in the rates recently made in Britain 
were applied to: Ireland, the additional less, 
after allowing for the increased postings that 
would follow a reduction in rates; would amount 
to £280,000 per year. This increased drain on 
the Irish Exchequer the Government is not at 
present prepared to bear. 

It had been stated that this was not a sound 
policy, and that a reduction now would, because 
of heavier traffic, only tend io increase the 
revenue. That might be, hut the whole ques- 
tion had been fully considered by experts in: 
this country, where the conditions were alto- 
gether different from those in England, and 
16 was. estimated that the revenue from in- 
creased postings would fall short of that now 
accruing by the amount he had stated. 

He would like to: make the Post Office an 
instrument of the greatest utility to the com- 
mercial interests of this country—that was one 
of its highest punposes—but in order to achieve 
that it must in itéelf be worked more or less on 
commercial lines, and, as far as possible, as a 
paying proposition. 

He quite saw the many advantages of reduced 
postage rates, but they should appreciate the 
difficulties in the way, and he was sorry that 
he was not able at the moment to hold out any 
hope of acceding to their request, because of the 
financial stringency referred to. However, he 
would promise to put the representations made 
by the gentlemen present before the Govern- 
ment at the earliest moment.

FREEDOM OF ELECTION, 


REALITY OR SHADOW >? 


The President, in his address, said that the 
political conditions under which they met wero 
very obscure. On June 16th a general election 
was to take place. It was very hard to fore- 
see how far the results of that election would 
register the genuite wish and will of the 
people of -Ireland. Ostensibly there was 


‘freedom of nomination. for candidates of anv 


and every intereet—ostensibly there would be 
freedom to vote as every voter, in the exerciso 
of his private discretion, chose. But would that 
freedom be a reality or only a shadow? People 
who would wish to discharge their duty as 
“ ls 
it worth while to vote? ” 

While he would dnswer that question by 
eaving that the right to vote was a responei- 
bility which.a citizen should discharge, and 
that, where there was a contested election, 
it was a citizen’s duty to record his vote for 
that candidate whom he believed to be the 
better, he could not eonceal from himself that 
the gravest anxiety on the subject of the elec- 
tion existed al] over the country. He trusted 
that their leaders would make it clear to al! 
that the thing they desired was to learn what 
the Irish people wanted; that there was no 
intention to prescribe for the people how they 
should cast their votes, but that the election 
should be democratic in the fullest sense of th. 
word, so that the mind of the people might 
express itself with unfettered liberty. 

In his belief, their coyntrymen as a whole 
wished to get constitutiona] questions settled 
and done with and got out of the wav as 
quickly as possible. hey wanted to attend to 
the practical business of domestic affairs, which 
were suffering acute disorganisation and depres- 
sion. The present anarchy under which Jarce 
parts of the country and important interests 
were groaning was hateful to the people, and 
the elections of June, if allowed to be a genuine 
expression of the popular will, might prove to 
be of enormous value in promoting that tran- 
quillising process which was vital to the 
country’s welfare. . 

He believed that the man who could induce 
Ireland to take a prolonged holiday from 
politics would be doing the greatest service that 
could be done to it at the present moment. 
(Laughter and applause.) Life was intended to 
be lived rather than looked at, but politics re- 
placed the living of life with the theorising 
and often the violent theorising, upon it; and 
the great. danger that beset a country like 
Ireland, where ideas counted for so much, was 
thafit pursued its ideals regardless of the con- 
sequences. An inflexible idealism had something 
very generous about it, and it produced its 
martyrs by the score. But the readiness to be 
a martyr for conviction might be a very selfish 
thmg if "it intolved the martyrdom of the 
country as well. (Applause.) And so Ireland 
might fairly call for a truce from politics. 


THE GRAVEST DANGER. 

“Tf I read the signs aright, Southern Ireland 
is running headlong towards a conflict with 
Northern Ireland. This seems to-me at the 
moment even a greater danger thaw any ques- 
tion of the immediate relations of the Provi- 
siona! Government with Great Britain. 

“ That question is being handled in England 
with the greatest patience and restraint. But 
if we are not already engaged in civil war in 
Ireland, civil war may be upon us this week or 
next. 

“I entreat my countrymen to weigh the 

issues before they let loose the hideous passions 
which such a conflict arouses. Does anyone 
seriously believe that the ideál of an united 
Ireland would be brought nearer to realisation 
by force of arms? ee we not had lessons 
enough in the last few years to prove that force 
settles nothing? Is Ireland going to be so 
untrue to her native spiritual insight as to think 
that she can impose unity with the sword”? 
“ No; the only final settlement possible is an 
agreed settlement, and no agreement is think- 
able while passion is in its present imflamed 
condition, Oh! that some voice to which Ire- 
land will attend might make jiself heard above 
the confusion in the land, which could induce 
our fellow-countrymen to see that time and 
patience and clear thinking are needed. 

“Whether we like it or not, there are too 
centres of administration in Ireland to~<day-—- 
Dublin and Belfast. And if each Government 
might enjoy ap agreed respite from constitu- 
tidnal rivalries and antagonisms, and give itself 
to the practical work of administration and 
development within its own area, in five years’ 
time a completely different atmosphere would 
be found prevailing. (Applause.) Thereafter 
constitutional ‘questions might be taken up 
again and re-examined, with some reasonahie 
prospect that community of imterests might be 
found to dictate that ecloecr association, which

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EDUCATION FOR 
THE MASSES. 


DONNELLAN LECTURE 
BY LORD HALDANE, 


In the last of his series of Donnellan lectures 
“The . Philosophical Significance of 
Humanism,” delivered yesterday afternoon in 
the Regent House, Trinity College, Dublin, 
Viscount Haldane said that ‘human ih in litera. 
ture is that form of knowledge in which the 
stress is laid on the individuality and uniqueness 
found in direct perception and emotion. 
Knowledge is an entirety, and within it ap- 
pear many standpoints irreducible to ea 
other, which give rise to relativity in orders 
of appearance. “The result is that reality dis- 
closes itself as varying in character. The 
reality with which humanism concerns itself 
is one in which the form of knowledge is 
directed neither to neral rules, nor to 
abstract. concepts, which express its standpoints 
and standards of excellence, but’ to a mode of 
apprehension that presents itself--as if more 


It is no passive apprehension, ‘for, mind is 
active there as elsewhere in the construction of 
the object in. which. it finds “itself, and . only 
itself, The recognition of value, and of 
standard or quality in value, is the evidence 
that here, as in every other-cese, we cannot 
escape from knowledge, and that just because 
it is only through distinetion made by, and 
within, knowledge that we and our objects 
arise, . 

Reality and uwnreality, truth and error, sin 
and ‘rithteousness, beauty and hideousness, all 
find their actuality and the distinctions: that are 
the foundation of such aciuslity: im knowledge 
itself. 

In personality there is always some kind of 
uniqueness in the men whom the world dis- 
tinguishes as leaders, something that appeals 
to the imagination, whether it be his deeds, 
his words, or writings. That which moves those 
who follow him is that which is beyond his 
mere doctrine; that in him which fires the 
imagination, and makes others. feel that in 
him there is what cannot be adequately de- 
scribed or forecast. Mair toy 

Leadership depends on personality in some 
form, on the quality that comes from the 

p of universals that are concrete, A great 
eatac is no mere book to read. It is because 
the study of him is inexhaustible, and involves 
the appeal to the re yea and pictorial 
that he lays hold of the mind of the man 
an the street. 

He may be very human, very finite. He may 
often. be wrong, but. if his knowledge or his 
power of action is dynamig,.and can compel 
the imaginations. of men,...Ris shortcomings, 
though very real to those able to estimate 
them, will not destroy his power over the 
multitude drawn after him. 

In the religious sphere, humanism exercises 
a similar influence, and,. as had been said, a 
test of its truth and work in practice is the 
scope that it allows to disciplined imagination. 
Emotion reguires channels in which to flow 
readily, channels which symbolise univetsals in 
tefection; bat for the bulk “of mankind co- 
eperation under leadership is required for the 
stimulation of the reflection in which religious 
emotion is clothed. 


THE BASIC TEST. 


As in religion, so it is in matura] science. 
Here we come back to obsetvation of actual 
facie as the hasic test, but the observation must 
be disciplined and no unrestrained means of 
stimulating fancy. 

The doctrine that every department of 
knowledge belongs to a single entirety, and can 
be adequately interpreted only in its organic 
relation to the other departments, is of the 
very essehce cf humanism. Between the pure 
mathematician and the poet and the preacher 
there are no gulfs fixed. Each deals within his 
own order of reflection and in its peculiar 
terms with the same material, the unique 
reality which belongs to a whole that discloses 
itself from different standpoints. 

Referring to the attempt now being made 
to introduce into the organisation of the Ger- 
man Universities what is called a Humanistic 
Facutly, Lord Haldane said that the real- object 
in view was to bring the subjects of University 
curricula into organic relation to one another, 
end exhibit University teaching, not as a 
collection of fragments, but as the outcome of 
standpoints, all of which have their places 
within the entirety of knowledge. This is to 
be accomplished by systematic work, in which 
the professors and students are to co-operate. 
Philosophy is to be made aware of science, and, 
sciette 6f philosophy, and literature is to be 
made available for both. . 

This is to be done by lectures and courses of 
more general scope than that to which the 
universities have hitherto been limited. People’s 
high schools are being established in industrial 
and agricultural centres with the object of con- 
tinuing the education of the democracy, after 
the age of eighteen has been attained, through- 
eut the course of life, 

In this respect these islands have much to 
ain by the adoption of a similar development 
a their educational system. It is eesentially 
the spirit of humanism that higher edueation 
shall not be in the possession of a@ privile 
few, but that democracy shal] be in the widest 
sense the gainer from it. It is only by means 
of an enlightened democracy that we can hope 
for enlightened government. 

“ Since I have been Minister for War nothing 
has moved me more deeply than the problem 
of how to get rid of the injustice that arises 
from the uneven distribution of knowledge. 
We cannot all belong to the rich and privileged 
elasses; we cannot all be equa: in the possession 
of natural talents and ifts; but we can, by 
making educational facilities equal, so far as 
we can, for all, do something to remedy the jn- 
equality of the distribution of nature's gifts 
among her children.” 

At present there is only something like one 
in ten of the children in these islands who get 
any systematic education up to the age of four- 
teen, and very few of them have the chance of 
going to secondary schools. He did not believe 
that there is any inherent reason for that 
being so. The children of the workers are no 
less eager to drink in knowledge than those of 
the wealthy. Kunowledce of, and f»muiliarity 
with, the great thoughts and oe in- 
fluences of the master minds of the past are 
the needs which a wider system of education 
éhould ensure for the children of the workers; 
with the great creations in literature, with 
Homer, Plato, and Shakespeare; with Newton 
in science; and with all that is greatest in 
literature, music, philosophy, economics, and 
history. That can.only be done through the 
development of the universities and by giving 
the professors and teachers a more extended 
field for their activities,

If the life of the average man to-day be 
analysed, it will be discovered that everything 
he does is for himself and nothing for the eom- 
munity. idea of the supremacy of the 
State, as Plato understood it, never took hold 
of the imagination, for the simple reason that, 
when the thing was anal , it was discovered 
that the only to benefit were a king or 
two or a bunch over-worked and under-pai 
officials. The relief of the sick and hungry, the 
education of the orphan, the punishment of the 
backslider, the dispensation pl ng advice—all 
these things are undertaken the general 
name of “charity —that is to say, we do 
them for the benefit of the afflicted or for our 
own benefit, but not for the benefit of the 
community.

the communal mould. The weak still exist for 
the benefit of the strong, but the strong have 
already lost the courage to assert or defend 
that fact..

* Mr. Yeats is cone of nature's tours de force. 
He was not, like so'many admirable poets, the 
logical culmination .of a ‘nation’s artistic 
striving. No voice crying. in the wilderness rro- 
claim his coming. He just came, asa 
nightingale comes on a summer’s night, and 
entranced the listening world with his song. 
His poetry was something quite new. For Mr. 
Yeats was not a mere lyricist, although as a 
writer of beautiful lyrics he has no living equal, 
and few dead ones. He was a crestor of moods 
par excellence, standing to poesz in a rela- 
tion which resembled that of Debnesy to music, 


MR. W. B. YEATS, 


and, in his simplest verses, catching the most 
complex and many-shaded feelings of the human 
eoul, Innisfree, perhaps, is his most perfect 
Not only is it a musical masterpiece. Its 
imagéry is marvellous, and the indefinable 
charm of its langofous mood capture the 
imagination in-a net of delightful fantasy, 

Ail Mr. Yeats’s best work had ite origin in 
Sligo. The poet was born in Dublin in 1866, 
but a great part of his childhood and early 
youth was spent in the little Western town. His 
mother was a daughter of the late William 
Pollezfen, who was of Dutch descent, and 
founded a flouriching milling business in Sligo, 
and it was while he was living with his relatives 
there that Willie Yeats discovered the genius 
that was in him.

After- 
wards he became a pupil at the Dublin High 
School, where he achieved some notoriéty 
among his fellows by his habit of reading poems 
i» clase, Like George Moore, he took up the 
study of art, encouraged, no doubt, by the 
fact that his fathor was quite a well-known 
painter, but threo years of studio work were 
sufficient to convince him, as a like space of 
time convirfeed Moore, that his genius needed 
another medium of expression. So. the man, 
who i a. poet from his childhood, 
became a poet by profession; and in 1889 he 
published *‘ The Wanderings of Oisin.” DDuring 
the next ten years most of his best work ap- 

earéd. “ The Celtic Twilight,”” “The Secret 
Rose,” “The Wind among the Keteds,” ! 
above all, perhaps, '“ The Countess Cathleen,” 
that apotheosis of his Celtic inspiration, estab- 
lished his fame in the world as one of 
the greatest poets of the age. The unknown 
Sligo boy became famous almost as suddenly 
as Byron. He was welcomed as the herald of 
& new poetic era. At last Ireland had pro- 
duced something more abiding than a politi- 
cian. Yeats was a European Cen, Through 
him our island assumed a place in the 
geography of art that it never had occupied 
before in modern times. This lonely poet, 
singing on a Connaught hillside, held the ear 
of the artistic world. . 

Then came the period of the Abbey Theatre. 
Synge followed Yeats, and, touching for 
a moment the summit of his genius, was 
dead. Dublin becamg a hive of dramatic acti- 
vity, .Poets emerged from the cobwebby gloom 
of attorneys’ offices and drapers’ counting- 
houses.

bent up, the foot resting above his straight 
knee, the whole body in repose. and the small 
head pivoting almost right round, conveys, even 
to the least observant, likeness to a’ stork. 
In place of the stork’s long bill the Dinka poises 
a spear, and should a fish move within the 
effective area of that spear down it drops as 
quickly and unerringly as the bill of a king- 
fisher. 


DINRAS’ DIET. ire 
‘These Dinkas of Bor live in huge huts to 
gether with their wives, children, cattle, sheep, 
goats and they have no poultry! The 
atmosphere within the huts is so dense with 
smoke that.it is ose for a European to 
for more than a very few minutes— 
this emoke is their native weapon against, the 
mosquitos and flies. They are purely a Riverain 
tribe; they do not go inland to hunt the beasts 
of the forests, but live mainly on fish—after 
the rains large shallow swamps are left which 
are literaly full of fish, so full, indeed, that by 
the primitive method of prodding with a kokab) 
(fish-spear) they secure large quantities with 
the stork-like dexterity already described. 
They grow practically no crops. . Their staple 
food. in "ddition to fish, consiste of milk and 
blood mixed in equal parts. They seldom or 
never kill ox, for food, though they eat any 
of their cattle which die, no matter from what 
cause; but their real means of obtaining meat 
is to-hunt the great river horse—the hippopo- 
tamue—in the manner. I am about to relate, 
which thronghout the world’s history has re- 
mained unchanged, 

About 1 a.m. on the o¢casion I am specially 
selecting to describe I pushed off from Bor, a 
member of one of the strongest flotillas which 
ever set out to give battle to the hippopotamus. 
It was com of light canoes from the 
village of Jok-Bior-Mokwe. These canges are 
the crankest and least seaworthy vessels 
imaginable, being “' dug-outs.’ In the Bor 
forests few trees reach maturity without being 
many times ‘broken and dismembered by 
hungry members of the great herds of elephant 
which haunt’ these. parts. It is, therefore, 
almost impossible for the native shipwright to 
obtain a long straight trunk from which to hew 
his “ dug-out,’’ the finished article consequently 
presenting the weirdest and most incongruous 
curves and bends. i 

Each dug-out in our flotilla was manned by 
two men, who were guite naked but for a row 
of blue beads around the waist. For arms, 
in addition to his tw. spears and one fish-spear 
—without which no Dinka would consider him- 
self decently clothed—each carried a small 
barbed spear or harpoon, to which was at- 
tached an ambash float by means of a strong 
native-made rope—the purpose of this attach- 
ment will be apparent to the reader. In place 
o* the three s , and in addition to a har- 
poon, I carried my rifle and a camera. 

My mate—by name Fot-wad Jok, a particu- 
larly fine specimen of the tribe, and one, of the 
greatest of the hunters—put me. bow, taking 
the stern paddle himself. My '“ beam " was. 
exactly the beam of the vessel, and I had a 
hard job to squash into the bottom of tbe 
canoe, where; when we got afloat, I found 1 
was sitting in about 1) inches of water, which 
was rapidly increasing through a patch of weod 
sewn on to the side of the boat with raw hide, 
the holes and crevices being filled by wet md. 
Just behind me, in a half calabash—a giant 
relative of the stock from which calabash pipes 
are made—burned a fire gomposed of sticks and 
dried cow dung. 

We pushed out into the stream, erossed to the 
other side of the river, and commenced a long 
and very strenuous paddle up-stream. My canoe, 
having a crescent bend to port, required great 
manual labour of niy part to get her round 
right-handed bends. To make any real head- 
way against the strong stream which runs here 
necessitated our hugging the pap rus reeds as 
close as possible, with the result t, owing to 
the strong stream and the crooked shape ,of 
the canoe, we frequently ran into the reeds, 
and then—as ‘indeed on every similar exped- 
tion—I was forced to admit that, although the 
“ box-of-smoke ” was most painful to the eyes, 
it was exceedingly cial in assisting to 
ward off the myriad mosquitos. and biting 
flies, which came out at us to revenge our 
impact with the papyrus and ‘our consequent 
awakening them from their night's repose. 


AN EERIE JOURNEY. 

After an hours paddle up-tiream, we 
turned into a little streamilet or opening, and 
gr my ourselves along by the reeds came into 
a ake or lagoon; this we crossed as silently 
as t loathsome crocodilese-which we knew 
were all around us but could not see in the 
rates kaye sg entering another waterway at 
the other side of the lagoon, forced our way 
onwards, ‘the tall papyrus closing. in twenty 
fcet and more above our. heads and completely 
shutting out the light of the sthrs and the 
moon. . On we wound on our slow and Jaborious 
way, streaming with perspiration, as since we 
left the river the tall papyrus shut off the 
slight night breeze which, playing on our wet 
faces, had kept us comparatively coo] during 
our paddle up the Nile. 

On and on we toiled paddling: pushing over 
the shallows, pulling ourselves through those 

aces ‘where the papyrus, closing ve our 
heads, formed a grotto or ruffled gallery- of 
inky darkness. ot a breath of air, not a 
streak of light from the moon or the stars 
could penetrate: through the luxuriant growth. 
The heat was that of a fernery at home. . The. 
perspiration rolled down our faces, dripping off 
our noses. : Around us was the stillness of 
death, broken occasionally by the splash of a 
fish or the snort-of a hippo, and restaced more 
Noticeable by. the  pinens of the mosquitos 
bat te hovered round our heads in their bungry

Other 
moving objects. were soo. perceivable, 1 could 
now make out several huge © hippos in! 
full view. Quite unconscious of approach- 
ing danger, contentediy feeding om the tender 
ea grass which hac sprung up on the newly- 

urned area, was an entire herd of the great 


ddenly, on the farther side of the herd of 

, two fires appeared, followed by much 
subdued talk. The hippos stopped feeding 
looked up anu about them; one old buil 
snorted, walked a few yards towards the light, 
then coming to a standstill gazed intently at 
it, the remainine beasts meanwhile standing 
herded together waiching their leader. 

The fires—which were carried by two of our 
party—were, in reality, burning sticks taken 
from the smoke-boxes. These,two men were 
acting as ‘‘ stops,’’ their duty being to drive 
the hipjios so that they made back for their 
day-quart. the great lagoon, by one of the 
four hippo runs which we were guarding. 

Standing, as Í was, just inside the high 
reeds, I was quite invisible ‘to the great 
creatures, and was wishing for a little more 
light so as to get a photo, when, with a snort 
and a toss of his bead, the leader -etampeded 
towards me. Seizing me by the arm, my mate 
dragged me into a dense patch of Um Suff 
grass—a ovenomouc growth, covered © with 
myriads of the smallest needles, which stick 
into one’s flesh in. thousands, causing intense 
irritation. i 

Nearer came the thunder of the hooves, 
the mighty beast not Seeing us, but conscious 
of danger, making for satiety in the lake. 

i Pot-wadJok I waited, har- 
poon poised, ready to drive it into the hip 
as he rushed down the narrow run for the 
lake. v that instant there was a sudden and 
tremendous crashing behind me, followed by 
a wild yell and whoop, and Fot seizing me in 
a frenzie of excitement :— 

“ Deng has dugged one (an Arabic word 
meaning ‘hit’ which comes in well in sporting 
parlance). Baek to the canoe, Effendi, as fast 
as you can go.” 

Off I rushed. The water in the run was 
several mches deep, so that one could not see 
the hoof-marks of the hippo, and in stumbling 
I dropped my »rifle arid camera, ruining my 
films—kerrse it'—however, on and into the 
boat. We were not. the 
Dinkas are bred for such “ going” 
got to their canoes and were spreading out to 
form a ring around the wounded hippo. 

Out we went to the fight, paddling with all 
our might, when a hippo: rosé to the surface, 
ot my paddle in the face. Dropping the 
paddle and seiting my harpoon, I was in the 
act of throwing it, when Fot decided: “ No ! 
no{.no!” This fraction of a second, whilst I 
had had to act, had enabled Fot to ascertain 
that this was not the wounded hippo, as he had 
no float, and we should only have enraged him 
if we had harpooned him—as it was, instead of 
resenting the indignity he had sustained, he 
got the fright of bis life. and disappeared—so 
retrieving my paddle, Fot ordered "' fuil speed 


float of Deng’s harpoon- heing rapidly towed 
through the water and two canoes making for 
it, in order to ent off the hippo’s retreat. 

A STERN CHASE. 

' As the two canoes converged on the float, up 
the ‘hippo’s head came. With a mighty snort 
he sent the water flying in two sprays from his 
nostrils,. and catching sight of the canoes dis- 
appeared. 5 

Óaick as hé had been, we bow men, had 
been guicker, and bad hurled our harpoons. 
That one had found its mark was provod by the 
sight of two floats, instead of one, being towed 
through the water. 

The hippo turned exactly away from my 
canoe, and the extreme left canoe came dash- 
ing across his line of flight. The water here 
was shallow, and the hippo, galloping on the 
muddy bottom, showed his head and back for 
three or four strides. The bow-man in the 
néarest canoe quietly stood up in the frail 
craft, his spedr . poised—himself poised as a 
glistening bronee statue silhouetted against the 
sky-line, the long, thin spear-blade flashing like 
silver in the sunhght. 

The hippo was within range; would he show 
himself? Yes, for a mofhent the great head 
and neck showed above water. 

The poised Dinka yncurled himself, and, cast- 
ing his spear—@s only a Dinka can—he sunk 
it deep into the animal, penetrating its thick 
hide like @ knife ng into cheese. As_ he 
threw ‘he follo the throw, gracefully 
stepping overboard into the water. He fell 
without a splash, almost without shaking the 
canoe; quick as a fish he had turned, and, 
putting his hands into the hottom :r the canoe, 
was into her and in his place axem. A most 
graceful exhibition and “watermansimp ot the 
first order. 

Before the hippo again put his head up, we 
had him encircled bp he came, only to find 
himself in the centre of the canoes. If no canoe 
happened to be near when he showed himself 
all paddlers banged their paddles on the water, 
and caused him to duck his head Was 
idea being to give him no time íor reathing— 
and, judging by the short time he now remained 
under, he was badly blown. After one or two 
more failures, we succeeded in getting another 
harpoon into the beast, and this time there was 
no doubt as to his intentién—he made straight 
for the little outlet into the Nile. 

After him dashed the canoes. My canoe was 
the nearest, and got te the mouth of the outlet 


shot, even if-he had shown himself. Two, canoes 
were following us; the others had disappeared. 

As we came into the Nile we turned up a 
bit and made for the far bank, the other tw6 
canoes follawing us, then turning down stream 
in line. Here I ascertained that the remaining 
canoes were algo down stream of us, forming 
a line across the river, while in the middle 
the three floats showed where the hippo was. 
Gradually the flanking canoes forged ahead 
along either bank, until we again had a circle 
formed with the floats for centre, and every 
time the” hippo showed his head a spear was 
thrown ‘with varying success. pecs 

Almost. before 1 had time to a it we were 
o ite our start! int. is was serious. 
IV "ee were ported far dete stream there was 
no bank near the Nile, and although Dinkas, 
with their light weight, long legs, and flat 
feet, cau make some kind of. progress through 
the Sudd, LÉ. realised that for. me the effort— 
at the best~would result in a severe attack of 


several hours, there was no knowjng how far 


we should aueceed in, killing. What we still had 
io do was.to get a harpoon with an. enormously 
long rope attached to t, into the 
hippo, and then, holding on to the rope— 
all canoes joining on—tire the hippo by mak- 
ing him tow the flotilla until we got to a sand- 
bank or a tree. Here we would check him as 
best we could, by grounding the canoes on the 
sandbank, or by getting the rope round the 
tree, and, gradually getting him “ up short, 
' him to death. Phere being neither sand- 
nor tree ahead of ús—no trees grow in the 
Sudd—cocking my rifle, I got our canoe up near 


the others, and made them break the circle, 


gradually.

HERE are two biack geese, the Brent 
and Bernacle, mainly marine in habit, 
and four common grey geese, 

being inland or coastal in habit. 

The Brent is the wildest of the geese 
and most vigilant when there is a severe frost, 
It is frequent in the Wash and Humber dis- 
tricts, Essex estuaries, Norfolk, Cromarty, 
Firth Scotland, and Ireland. Brent frequent 
bays and estuaries. They are the most ral 
Species on the coast, and ean best be obtained 
by punt-shooting. They feed on mud flats and 
estuaries by day. At night. they sleep on. the 
open coast, flying wo feed in the early morning. 
They are very fond of the sea grass, sostera. 
The Bernacle goose is most frequent on. the 
West cost of tland, Solway Firth, Outer 
Hebrides, and Irish coast. It frequents green 
islands, and saltings, tidal waters, and feeds 
on grass roots. It is the one that. when 
disturbed will quickly return to the same 

again. 

The Bean goose, once common in Norfolk 
and other parts of the East coast, is now most 
common in Scoltand and Ireland. It is found 
in marshes and pastures, and feeds in the 
stubbles and on young wheat and clover, as 
well as on the marshes. Bean geese sleep on 
sand bars and mud banks. 


WHEN WILD GEESE ARRIVE. 


Grey Lag geese are found on marshy ground 
near the sea. They eat more grass than other 
geese. They breed in the Outer Hebrides, 
and used to do so freely in Bast. Anglia, Lin- 
colnshire, and Yorkshire. They nest on small 
islands. These geese seldom mix with other 
species. 

Pink-footed geese are abundant on the Wolds, 
and in Lincoln and Norfolk. “They are often 
very abundant at Holkham. They feed on the up- 
lands. on clover leys and barley, seldom touch- 
ing wheat stubbie. . They roost on the mud 
banks and sand bars. ey are gregarious, 
and feed on moonlight nights. White-fronted 
geese are common in parts of the Severn Valley 
and at Swansea Bay, being the most usually 
shot inland. On the coast they are difficult to 
approach in a punt. The t time is on dark 
nights on the top of the high spring tides. 
Brent geese reach us in November or the first 
week in December. The Bernacle is, earlier in 
its arrival. Pink-footed geese arrive ag early 
as 25th September on the Wolds, or in Octo- 
ber, and remain till April. The white-fronted 
eese come in December and leave in 
ebruary. Grey Lags came earlier from the 
North, and spread over the country. The 
Bean. goose comes in October and goes away 
‘= m April. 

_ Wild geese go to feed during the day, early 
in the morning, and return at dusk, ao in 
stalking them one should, if flight shooting, 
note the times of their flight, and their flight 
lines’ must be known between their resting 
grounds and their feeding grounds. Moonlicht 
nights will cause them to feed all night, but 
they are not good times for the sportsman, who 
should choose a night:when there are clouds, 
the moon low down, and a light breeze. “In 
po lige | also one needs to be concealed 
either im a ditch, behind a bush, or in a hide 
or blind of hurdles suitably camouflaged: or on 
the shore, as well as inland, one may di pits, 
and obscure these. Hard weather, with the 
snow on the ground, is a good time to stalk wild 
geese. The marine geese are best stalked in a 
punt in rough weather, even in gales. 

In some instances the stalking horse, a figure 
of cardboard or three ply of a cow or horse, 
which acts as a screen for a gunner to use in 
approaching a gaggle feeding in the open, is 
useful. Also the creeping carriage, invented 
by Colonel: Hawker, something like a feeding 
trough on wheels, and to hold a man concealed 
inside, may be used in the same way to advan- 
tage. Geese, remember, rise against the wind, 
and if there is a strong wind they rise against 
it. In driving, geese one must, indeed, take 
wind into account. A sea wall on the coast is 
a very useful means of obtaining flight-shooting. 
Black geese, which feed on the mud flats, must 
be approached in a punt, and that is a matter 
requiring much skill and experience.

tt is in this case necessary to have a good 
stand, on a sea walk in a ditch, a blind, or 
gaze. The birds may be driven over the guns 
by beaters, and the best plan is to keep them 
well on the move. In clear weather they fly 
high, in foggy weather they fly much lower. 
The rougher the weather the better. When 
there is snow on the ground also is a good 
time. Then one should wear a white overall. 
One must keep one's head well down, and hide 
well. ..The geese should be allowed to come 
close in before one fires as they look much 
bigger than they are, and distance is deceptive 
if one is shooting at dusk. The distance 
should not be more than 30-35 vards or there 
will be cripples. The gun to use is a 12-bore. 
acl No. 1 shot in brass cases. As many as 
50-60 geese will often fall to five guns in the 
Holkham district. 

As geese feeding inland rest on the coast, 
there are always times when they can be 
bagged on the shore, and knowing their flight 
lines and times, one may construct a series of 
pits in a row at right angles to the shore an 
wait for them td come over. One may ai 
walk the shore where there is more than. o 
series of flight lines, just as for shooting duct
